COTA’s Increased Fares May

The traditional decrease 
in. ridership that. accom- 
panies an increase in bus 
fares may Spare the Centra} 
Ohio Transit Authority 
(COTA), if the current cost 
of @ continues to 
increase. 

A spokesman for COTA, 
which recently increased 
the standard bus fare to 60 
from 50 cents and elimi- 
nated some bus routes to 
avoid a deficit in 1979 and 
in 1980, said it's too early to 
make a sound statement on 
what effect the increase in 
fares will have on ridership. 

The spokesman said his- 


penn when bus fares 
have increased, ridership 


has’ decreased. However, 
the. pointed 
out, | A's fares will 
still remain fess expensive 
than the cost of the auto- 
mobile in many instances. 


Whether this will trans- 
late in a continued increase 
in ridership which the tran- 
sit. authority has been 
experiencing thus far this 
year remains to be seen, 
the spokesman said. 


The transit authority's 
Board of Trustees recently 
voted to increase the 


standard fare by 10 cents, 
the local monthly pass by 
$2 to $22, express fare by 
25 cents to 75 sents, 
express monthly pass by $8 
to $28, and senior citizen, 
handicapped and child- 
ren's fares by 5 cents to 30 
cents. The increased rates 
reportedly are among the 
highest in the country. 

The board also unanim- 
ously voted to eliminate .in 
addition to the five bus 
routes, hall of its Saturday 
and Sunday routes and 
some of its off- peak rider- 


ship routes. The changes 
will become effective Sept 
3, and were needed to pre- 
vent an impending deficit, 
COTA officials say 


The projected deficit for 
1980 before the changes 
was’ $778,000, and an 
increase jn the cost of. die- 
sel fuel and maintenance of 
buses would have caused a 
deficit in 1979 had the 
board not acted, according 
to COTA officials. Ohio law 
doesn't allow a deficit 


A 0.5 percent sales tax 
increase which would have 
generated needed funds to 
continue present opera- 
tions as well as improve 
and expand services was 
voted down on June 5 
COTA's board of trustees 
have not decided to seek 
passage of another tax 


levy.

Clarence Rogers - 
Elected Chairman 
Ohio Turnpike Comm.

Cleveland Attorney 
Clarence D. Rogers was 
elected Tuesday, Chair- 
man of the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission by his 
Commission colleagues. 

Rogers, 41, is the first 
black ever tc hold down 
such an important. board 
post in the state of Ohio. 
Rogers was appointed to 
the commission in Decem- 
ber 1976 by Governor 
James A. Rhodes. Since 
then, he has served as vice- 
chairman of the five-man 
commission since 1978. 

The Ohio Turnpike 
Commission was formed in 
1949 under a legal 
commitment to the people 
of the state of Ohio who 
purchased bonds for 
purposes of creating an 
interstate highway. easily 
accessible to all Ohioans, 
who would pay off the 

~bonds~-with—the--under- 
standing that the turnpike 
then would become a free 
public highway. The $327 
million note is expected to 
be paid by taxpayers. by 
late 1981 or early 1982. The 
road should become toll- 
free then. 

The tate James W. 
Shocknessy first chaired 
the commission 27 years 
ago. O.L. Teagarden, his 
successor, maintained the 
chair the past two” years 
until ill health demanded 
his resignation. Rogers is 
third in the line of 
commission chairmen 
since 1949. 

Rogers said his appoint- 
ment comes at “a very 
controversial time” when 
the question whether to 
keep tolis on the turnpike, 
ar to lift them, is paramount 
to all Ohioans.

Rogers said it is too soon 
to know exactly what to do. 
“There are good reasons 
why we should keep the 
toll, and there are good 
reasons why we should 
drop it," Rogers said.

Feighan. held a_press 
conference June 29 to 
announce his “Free Our 
Free Turnpike” campaign. 
According to Feighan, a 
toll-free turnpike would 
generate enough revenue 
to maintain itself after it is 
completely paid. Others do 
not share Feighan's-views. 

Rogers said the commis- 
sion is already reviewing 
the issues in a study their 
staff is presently conduct- 
ing. 

Other commission 
appointments were Jo Ann 
Davidson, who was voted 
the first woman to hold the 
vice-chairman's seat, and 
Raiph Anderson, who was 
appointed secretary- 
treasurer. 

Technically, there are 
five commission. seats of 
which only four are filled. 
Rogers said that the one 
vacant Democrat seat is 
scheduled to be filled upon 
Gov. Rhodes’ return trip 
from Red China next week. 
Rhodes should make the 
appointment then, Rogers 
said.

A. decision by the U.S. 
Supreme Court saying 
employers can voluntarily 
establish atfirmative actio 
plans which aim. at hiring

That's. the,, opinion of 
blacks interviewed follow- 
ing the high court's ruling 
in the Weber case, where a 
white worker in a Kaiser 
Aluminum and Chemical 
Corp. plant brought a jobs 
reverse discrimination suit. 

in its 5-2 decision, the 
Supreme Court ruled that 
employers’ voluntary 
affirmative action plans are 
not unconstitutional even if 
the employers have no 
proven history of discri- 
mination against minori- 
ties. 

But, Linda Howard, 
associate professor of law 
at Ohio State University, 
said, “Weber itself doesn't 
do._anything. It simply 
opens up the way for 


employers to set up 
affirmative action plans 
voluntarily.”

He said even with 
affirmative action plans, 
most blacks have not 
obtained living standards 
proportionate to that of 
whites. "For the masses of 
black people in this 
country, the American 
dream is yet to be realized,” 
he said. 

“It's absolutely ludicrous 
that people are ‘still going 
around taiking about this 
progress blacks have made 
when unemployment for 
blacks is three times that of 
whites.” 

The court's decision in 
Weber was in part due to 
the active campaign waged 
by blacks to maintain 
affirmative action pro- 
grams said Tom Fullove. 
president of the Columbus 
Branch NAACP. 

“It tells me without all the 
opposition coming from all 
of the different organiza- 
tions, Weber may have 
slipped out in small print.” 
The case may also have 
been decided differently 
had blacks not made the 
need for aflirmative action

Board of Education 


The proposed U.S. Con- 
stitutional amendment to 
outlaw busing as. a mean of 
integrating public schools, 
which is being pushed by 
anti-desegregation forces 
throughout the state. was 
rejected: Monday by the 
State Board of Education. 

With Ruth Schildhouse 
of Columbus, and Thad- 
deus Garrett Jr., of Akron 
leading the opposition, the 
board voted to table a reso- 
lution ‘designed to deter- 
mine whether it should 
consider. supporting the 
proposed constitutional 
amendment. 

Mrs. Schildhouse, who 
represents the 12th Con- 
gressional: district, voted 
against the resolution, 
while Ms, Martha B. Agler, 
of the 15th Congressional 
district favored its appro- 

-val. Garrett, one of two

black members of ‘the 
board, represents the 14th 
district. 

Robert W. Grosser, of 


Strongsville in the 23rd dis- . 


trict, had urged the board 
to go on-record of support- 
ing the amendment, spon- 
sored by U.S. Rep. Ronald

introduced the measure in 
the U.S. House. Motth; 
incidentally, represents the 
23rd district in Congress. 
Grosser, in urging 
approval of the resolution, 
said recent polls show 80

The Supreme Court ruling last 
week supporting the Columbus 
and Dayton system-wide dese- 
gregation order, however, has 
thrown the Mott! amendment and 
Cleveland school board. resist- 
ance to desegregation into a 
cocked hat. ; 

The Mott! amendment would 
make. it unconstitutional to bus 
school children while affirming 
education. 
But given the housing patterns in 


“t nd and in suburbs like 


rma, the Mott! formula would 
represent a return to the old 
separate but. equal situation 
which the Court threw out in its 
1954 decision in Brown versus 
Board of Education. 


These latter - day gtanders - in 
-schoolhouse doors, led by peo- 
ple such as Motti, re us of 


former Gov. George Wallace, who 

- Made his reputation defending - 
segregation now, and segrega- 

tion forever. Oh, for the days 


when men had the courage of 
their convictions, even when the 
convictions were wrong; and had 
the courage to express them in 
unvarnished language. 

Wallace has changed his mind. 
He now thinks that desegregation 
was-the best thing.to happen_to 
the South and that those who 
struggled in its cause were FREE- 
DOM FIGHTERS. How sad that 
Mott! and his forces would seek to 
resist, some even threatening to 
take to the streets. 

Mr. Motti, a first generation 
American citizen, would deny 
equal access to housing and edu- 
cation to those whose historical 
experience in this country go 
back hundreds of years, Mr. Wal- 
lace, who. has an equally long 
American history, could tell. Mr. 
Mott! a few things. But, alas, one 
suspects that Wallace is now out 
of fashion with Motti and his 
constituents. 


Buses To Roll In 
Columbus -In Spite 
Of Racist Forces 


Inspite of the fact that the attor- 
ney for the Columbus Board of 
Education has warned the board 
that the U.S. Supreme Court's 
decision on school desegrega- 
tion is final, four white and one 
black member are unwilling to 
give up the anti-desegregation 


. fight. 


The seven member board, at a 
special meeting soon after the 
Supreme Court's historical deci- 
sion was announced, heard its 


__attorney » Samuel__Porter_ advise 


them that all legal means of delay- 
ing school integration had been 


. exhausted. 


The. Columbus public school 


’ system is now under “direction of 


and control of U.S. District Judge 
Robert M. Duncan” as far as dese- 
gregation is concerned, Porter 
advised, and added: 

“The Supreme Court made it 
quite Clear in its decision that 
Duncan's hand is very, very 
strong.” 

The die-hard segregationists, 
however, refused to accept the 


. fact that the Court had sustained 


Duncan's ruling and placed the 
school system at the mercy of a 
black judge regarding desegre- 
gation, strongly indicated that 
they will not bow out gracefully. 

Although Porter suggested that 
it would probably be useless, the 
board's majority favor requesting 
the high court to rehear its 
appeal. M. Steven Boley, former 
board president called for the 
drafting of a resolution authoriz- 
ing the request for a rehearing 
appeal. 

Virginia E. Prentice, also a 
vigorous - busing foe, advocated 


asking Duncan, the man whom 
she has denounced for his deci- 
sion, to detay the court-busing 
ruling for at least one year. 


Paul D. Langdon, also a former 


board president suggested that 
the court decision should encour- 
age people to urge support for the 
Mott! amendment, a proposal to 
outlaw busing for school integra- 
tion by a constitutional vote. The 
amendment, sponsored by Rep.

“If anyone talks to me about 
today's decision, I'll ask if they 
have written their congressman in 
support of the Mott! amendment,” 
said Marilyn Redden, another 
anti-busing board member. 

Dr. David D. Hamiar, black 
board president, said he was very 
pleased by the decision, because 
he had been fearful the Supreme 
Court would bow to public desire, 
rather- than to interpret the 
Constitution. . 

Judge Duncan is expected to 
patiently listen to any proposal 
the board offers, but as he has 
said many times, “I'm human 
too.” Thus, it is highly unlikely 
he'll forget that these same five 
board members enthusiastically 
applauded when Justice Willlant 
H: Rehnquist -stayed-the-imple-

Health Debate Heats Up 


All the cards are now on the table in the 
national debate over what kind of federal 
health program we'll have. The press has. as 
usual, personalized the health debate as being 
a Kennedy vs. Carter struggle for leadership. 

But this issue is too important to become a 
political football. The nation is spending 
enormous amounts for a health care system 
that is not @ system at all: It doesn't serve all 
people equally, and it is not responsive to the 
health needs of the nation. 

For over séventy years, there has been 
serious thought given to establishing a 
national Health system. Now we appear to be 
entering the decisive stage in which the nature 
of that new system will be decided. 

The President's pian represents a step 
forward, but we need more than a step. it 
proposes a new federal insurance system. 
called Healthcare, that would provide 
insurance against catastrophic medical costs, 
improvecoverage Of tow income families and 
the aged, help local hospital systems, provide 
preventive care for mothers and infants, and 
expand current health coverage of working 
people. 

Whatever the short term benefits of such a

“Auxiliary services laws passed by the 
legislature of the State of Ohio have been 
implemented by the Cleveland Board of 
Education since 1967. These laws have 
served for the benefit of non-public 
school children. These laws were in effect 
before the present Board of Education 
was elected and the present superintend- 
ent was selected.” : ‘ 

“When a Board member or 4 superin- 
tendent carries out the taws of the State of 
Ohio, that person is not serving a Catholic 
group or Catholic interest group. The 
Ohio General Assembly, not the Cleve- 
land Board of Education, appropriates 
the monies for these auxiliary services 
programs. These auxiliary services are 
made available to pupils at other ‘non- 
public, state accredited schools. Exam-_ 
ples of these schools are the Lutheran 
schools and Ramah Junior Academy.” 

A letter from Domenic Costanzo, a 
Cleveland school teacher deplores Black 
leaders and public schools.

Once middie class Americans have such 
insurance, political pressure for far-reaching 
changes in the health care system will vanish.

crab costs There wouter be noseparate 
program for to p50; everso™ie would be 
enroiled in the same svstem. 

The details of that plan also leave something 
to be desired, but it would take us much closer 

_ to'the day when the human right to health care’ 
is Not determined by the size of a person's 
paycheck. . 

Neglected by the press is the most far- 
reaching health plan of all. embodied in © 
Congressman Dellum’s National Health 
Service Act. That would assure total heaith, 

care services to all, and it remains the 
standard against which both the Kennedy and 
Carter proposals must be measured. :
